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IFLA GRAND COUNCIL 
MEETS IN SPAIN 


The 1961 Grand Council (interim) meeting of the 
International Federation of Landscape Architects was 
conducted in Tarragona, Spain on September 10 and ll. 


The sessions, presided over by Sidney N. Shurcliff (F) 
president, were held in the city council chambers and 


were attended by representatives of eleven nations: 
Great Britain, Spain, U.S., Japan, France, Sweden, 
Norway, Israel, Germany, Switzerland, and Italy. 


Among the business transacted by the Grand Coun- 


cil at its biennual meeting were the following items: 


O 2000 Swedish Kroner (about $500) was appro- 
priated for the planning of an international 
film library on landscape architecture. 


Derek A. W. Lovejoy of London was re-elected 
Secretary-General of IFLA. 


Adopted a resolution proposed by Hubert B. 
Owens (F) calling for all nations to enact 
legislation for the preservation of scenic 
areas abutting highways, autobahns and other 
traffic ways and for the regulation and con- 
trol of outdoor advertising in such areas. 


Set the dates of the next IFLA Conference 
at Haifa, Israel from 3-16 July 1962. 


Set the dates for the following IFLA Con- 
ference in Tokyo at 20-30 June 1964.

ASLA - AIA JOINT MEETING 


Setting a welcome precedent, the Central States 
Region of the American Institute of Architects and 
the Missouri Valley Chapter of the American Society 
of Landscape Architects met in joint convention at 
St. Louis, September 28-30. 


Crediting with organizing the highly successful 
venture was Emmet J, Layton (M) of Layton, Layton & 
Associates of St. Louis, who is both president of 
the ASLA's Missouri Valley Chapter and vice presi- 
dent of the AIA's St. Louis Chapter. The experiment, 
widely applauded by members of both professions, at- 
tracted delegates, observers and students from many 
cities outside the chapters’ jurisdiction.

tion of property and neighborhood; and 5) be designed 
to take advantage of‘natural terrain and scenic beauty. 


Other judges in the contest were Ellis Armstrong 
of the Better Highways Information Foundation; Kermit 
Rykken of the American Automobile Association; and 
Jack Wood of Harland Bartholomew Associates, represent- 
ing the National Planning and Civic Association. Be 
sure to watch for the full-page results of the contest 
in Parade on Sunday, October 15!

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A MESSAGE FROM 
THE PRESIDENT 


I guess there is no way to avoid 
the problem of finances. We have 

» it to contend with in our personal 
lives, government finances, frater- 
nal finances, church finances--and 
ASLA finances. Let us concentrate 
for the moment on ASLA finances. 





The cost of operating the new central office in 
Washington, the expanded activity resulting there- 
from, the increased cost of publishing the Quarterly, 
all add up to more going out than coming in. 


The newly established Finance Committee has 
been assigned the task of thoroughly examining the 
budget to find if economies can be made. We shall 
be sure there is no fat in the budget. It is doubt- 
ful, however, that sufficient economies can be made 
to bring expenses in line with revenue unless we de- 
vise ways of increasing revenue or greatly curtail- 
ing activity and staff. 


Three sources of additional revenue are availa- 
ble: One is building the membership. Another is 
selling advertising for the Quarterly. The third is 
a raise in dues. 


For every 33 new members admitted, $1000 addi- 
tional revenue is produced. Each member can contrib- 
ute by urging qualified persons to apply for member- 
ship. 


If we sell about 35 pages of advertising, it 
could operate in the black. Your Chapter Trustee 
is already working at selling advertising for the 
Quarterly. If you are specifying products on your 
jobs that are distributed throughout the U.S., get 
in touch with your Trustee and give him a hand in 
selling advertising. 


The only other alternative appears to be a sub- 
stantial dues increase or a sharp reduction in the 
Society's activities and program.
